The effect of the bill is to or>eii 
to settlement all public lands acquired 
from Indians free of any payment to the 
government beyond the minor office 
fees, and to release from payment those 
who have heretofore settled ou these 
lands. 
The number of acres involved, 
according to an estimate made by the 
commissioner of the general land office. 
is 8I|3Ui041i w hich would have yielded 
the government, at the prices hereto­ 
fore established, $115,54J,OOO, 
To off set 
this statement, it was brought, out dur­ 
ing the debate, that the land* were 
m ainly arid and that those who had 
settled upon them were unable to make 
payment by reason of the scanty prod­ 
ucts of the soil. 
The western senators 
in the main favored the hill, as un ex­ 
tension of the general homestead policy 
of the government. The opposition was 
directed m ainly by Platt (Conn.) and 
Mr. Vilas (VVis.). 
As the bill passed 
in the house it covered only the lands 
acquired from Indians in Oklahoma, 
but, as passed in the senate, the bill in ­ 
cludes all Indian lauds.
